SHANGHAI, June 19 (Sunday).— 
China's Yellow River flood forced 
the Japanese armies on the north 
central front to retreat farther east- 


ward today. 

Invading forees which had been 
almost at the gates of Chengchow, 
important Honan Province rail- 
way juriction, in a powerful west- 
ward drive along the Lunghai rail- 
way, were compelled to abandon 
newly-won territory, as continuous 
rains increased the expanse of Wwa- 
ter. Japanesé military activities 
elsewhere along the Lunghai- also 
were stalemated by the surge of 
water. 

Altho China paid a terrific 
price in casualties and flooded 
farm lands, it obtained military re- 
sults it was unable to win by arms. 
Every day’s delay in the Japanese 
invasion is séen as a measure of 
aid for the Chinese by increasing 
the already staggering cost of the 
war to Japan. ' 

700,000 Chinese Refugees. 

The flood, spreading over 1600 
square miles of Chinese 
and farms, neverthelegs has been 
costly to China. Japanese army of- 
ficials stated 700,000 Chinese have 
been driven from their homes, 4l- 
though some neutral observers said 
this figure was high. 

Japanese estimates that 50,000 
Chinese have died in the floods 
were scaled down by some mission- 
ary and other neutral observers. 
Yesterday the Japanese said an ad- 
ditional 200,000 more Chinese were 
trapped beyond hope of rescue. 

The flood, surging southeastward 
from the rivet’s banks near Cheng- 
chow, was reported to have passed 
Chowkiakow, more than 100 miles 
away, and to be heading into An- 
whei Province, 

New breaks were reported today 
on the north bank of the river near 
Menghsien and Wenhsjen, 60 and 
40 miles east of Chengchow, respec- 
tively, with the waters spreading 
over the countryside as far as Tsin- 
yang, 20 miles to the north. 


_ Protective Screen for Chinese. 

With retreat of the Japanese from 
the Chengchow region, the Chinese 
were reported to be operating the 
Lunghai railway again west of 
Chengchow, enabling unimpeded 
Chinese military movements be- 
hind the protective flood screen. 

. The entire Chinese flood-control 
aystem has been seriously damaged 
hy the rushing waters and Chinese 
offidiale are fearful that the usual 
high water of early August may 
bring one of the worst inundations 
of China's , 

. They pointed out that the flood 
waters were pouring into fributaries 
of the Hwai River, in Southern Ho- 
nan. The Hwai. then flows ' east- 
ward into Anwhei Province and 
into Lake Hungtze, which in turn 
ig connected with the Grand Canal 
and through it with the Yangtze, 
China’s second great river. 

* The Chinese experts predicted 
theses channels would be unable to 
earry heavy floods and they expect- 
ed serious inundations in Northeast 
Honan, as yet untouched, and in 
the northerm sectiong of Kiangsu 
and Anwhei provinces by August.

NEW YORK, June 18. — Judge 
Robert H. Patterson gave a long 
awaited decision in United States 
District Court today permitting the 
Interborough Rapid Transit Co. to 
disaffirm its 999-year lease on the 
elevated properties of the Manhat- 
tan Railway Co, as a “burdensome” 
obligation, but upholding to a large 
degree the various contractual ob- 
ligations of the Interborough Rap- 
id Transit to the city. : 

Despite the belief that the city 
won at least a 50 per cent victory 
in the case, Mayor F. H, LaGuardia 
announced the decision would be 
appealed immediately, and blamed 
the Transit Commission for “the de- 
lay in providing unification” which 
would have solved the whole prob- 
Jem. 

Although the Manhattan §inter- 
ests had opposed some aspects of 
the disaffirmance action, they ex- 
pressed pleasure at the decision 
and announced at once that they 
would petition the Transit Com- 
mission to operate their lines at a 
10-cent fare. However, this action 
was considered premature, as Judge 
Patterson, recognizing the impor- 
tance of the issues in the case, 
granted an immediate stay of the 
disruption of the transit system 
pending appeals to higher courts, 
The matter will undoubtedly go to 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States for final adjudication. 

Judge’s Conclusions. 

Judge Patterson’s 62-page deci- 
sion went exhaustively -Into all 
phases of the financial and con- 
tractual history of the  trahsit 
lines owned by the Interborough 
and Manhattan companies. Among 
the conclusions drawn from the de- 
cision “are: 

1. If the decision is upheld in its 
present form the traveling. public 
will not enjoy’ continuous through 
service between elevated and sub- 
way lines at three out of four trans- 
fer points: in the city. At the 
fourth and largest transfer point, 
149th street and Third avenue, free 
interchange from subway to ele- 
vated ig allowed. At this station, 
where more than 650,000,000 fares 
were cOllected in each direction 
last year, the Interborough must 
fulfill a contractual obligation by 
permitting continuous through serv- 
ice at a single fare in either di- 
rection. 

2. The decision, if upheld, will 
have a considerable effect on the 
city's position regarding rapid 
transit unification. It somewhat 
strengthens the position of the In- 
terborough by relieving it of a 
large financial burden, while it 
almost completely wipes out the 
“nuisance value” of the Manhat- 
tan lines, some of which the city is 
? anxious to abolish at the earliest 
possible moment. 

City’s Offer for Line. 

$8. In this connection, the deci- 
sion will have a beneficial effect on 
the recent proposal of Manhattan 
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bondholders to sell the Sixth ave- 
nue line of the Manhattan to the 
city for $12,500,000, so that it may 
immediately be aholished. Judge 
Patterson must, of course, rule on 
this application in a separate deci- 
sion, but today’s ruling had the ef- 
fect of removing the Interborough 
as a party to the action. The Sixth 
avenue transaction, if ultimately 
completed, would then be a deal 
purely between the city and the va- 
rious security holders groups of the 
Manhattan. 

4. The decision should undoubt- 
‘diy have the effect of speeding the 
action of the constitutional conven- 
tion in adopting an amendment to

$779,000,000 IN FARM 
BENCETTS Thid TEAR 


Payments Will Be Made to 
Growers Earlier Than in 
Other Seasons. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 18.—Agri- 
culture Department officials said 
today about $755,000,000 would be 
available for payments to farmers 
who complied with this year’s crop 
control program. Ordinarily, the 
money would be paid several 
months after the crop season is 
over, but because of a drop in the 
demand for farm products and 
lower prices the payments will be 
speeded. up this year, 

The first big ‘lot of benefit pay- 
ments will be $130,000,000 in price- 
adjustment payments to cotton 
farmers. These payments will be 
made to growers who produced cot- 
ton last year and who planted with- 
in this year’s acreage allotments. 
The payments may start early ‘in 
August. ° 

Payments to wheat, cotton, to- 
bacco, corn and general ‘crop farm- 
ers who comply with soil-building 
practices under the $500,000,000 soil 
conservation program should start 
in the fall, officials said. 

Payments of $25,000,000 to do 
mestic sugar Cane and beet pro- 
ducers on last year’s crop will 
start within a few weeks. 

Supplementing these payments 
will be the spending of $75,000,000 
by the Federal Surplus Commodi- 
ties Corporation during the next 
12 months for surplus farm prod- 
ucts. 

The Farm Administration will 
use $175,000,000 more for rural re- 
lief.

LEXINGTON, Ky., June 18. — 
Senator Alben W. Barkley opened 
his campaign for renomination here 


today with an aggressive defense 
of the Roosevelt administrations 


record. 
The Senate majority leader de- 


clared he stood squarely on his rec- 
ord as a member of the Senate for, 
nearly 12 years.» He devoted his 
remarks largely to his part in the 
Roosevelt administration. “We” 
was a recurrent word as he de- 
tailed ite accomplishments. 

Denying “we”had headed the na- 
tion “toward bankruptcy,” the Sen- 

ator said the Roosevelt a istra- 
tion had brought about a net in- 
crease in the national debt of five 
billion dollars but “during these five 
years we have added 20 billion dol- 
lars a year to the net’ income of 
the American people.” 

President Hoover, he said, in four 
years “increased the debt from 16 
billions to 23 billions and did not 
leave a trace of benefits to any 
community in America.” 

As to Rise in Debt. 

Roosevelt, he declared, “has in- 
creased the debt from 23 billions to 
38 billions, but 10 billions will be 
repaid and is being repaid, by the 
countless industries that have bor- 
rowed it and by countless com- 
munities which have taken advan- 
tage of an opportunity never before 
afforded to secure needed improve- 
ments in the enjoyment of their 
local lives.” 

He asserted the “net aggregate 
debt of all the American people, 
both public and private, had actu- 
ally decreased since the inaugura- 
tion of Franklin D. Roosevelt” de- 
spite the net governmental debt 
increase of five billions. 

Barkley, however, made a point- 
ed reference to his deviation from 
the , President's wishés on occe- 
sion—referring to his vote to over- 
ride the President's veto of the 
soldier bonus and declaring he had 
actively supported vyéterans’ “just 
claims” since the World War. 

A Shot at Chandler, ‘ 

Concluding a recital of public 
improvement . works constructed 
with Federal money, the Senator 
made what apparently was an allu- 
sion to remarks atributed to Gov. 
A. B. Chandler, his opponent for 
the Democratic Bamsanation, for the 
Senatorship. 

“Those who have appealed to 
Washington for these benefits and 
have received them,” he said, “have 
no right now to complain because 
their cry was heeded.” 

Barkley declared the New Deal 
was following the fundamental pol- 
icies of Thomas Jefferson and 
Woodrow Wilson and working to 
“restore the government to the 
people for the benefit of the peo- 
ple.”

The occasions when a doc- 
tor meets the patient professional- 
ly are relatively rare, and are free 
trom the atmosphere of the ordi- 
bpary doctor-patient relation, which 
primarily associated with dis- 
tise, Owing to these circum 
stances the true condition of the 
patient is found out miore easily. 


The Sick Who Feel Well. 


The Peckham investigators have 
collected some very interesting 
Observations, They found that 902 
of their 1530 individuals counted 
themselves as feeling thoroughly 
fit or having a sense of well-being. 
Investigation showed that an aston- 
ishing number of these were dis- 
eased, and suffered from conditions 
Such as bad teeth and anemia to 
cancer, tuberculosis, and gastric 
uleer without losing the positive 
sense of well-being.

Union-Owned Health Center. 


The Union Health Center in New 
York is equally. interesting, though 
in a different way.

Pleasant Quarters. 

The center has moved into better 
premises as it has grown. It-now 
occupies the whole of the top floor 
of a 25-story skyscraper in the mid- 
dle of the garment manufacturing 
district of New York. The numer- 
ous consulting rooms are arranged 
round the walls, so that all have 
outside windows with fine views 
and the maximum light and sun- 
shine. Members can have consul- 
tations at a flat rate of four shill- 
ings ($1) each, and they can take 
this money from their sick benefit 
pay from the union. This nominal 
fee covers specialist advice and 
‘treatment, which may include ex- 
laminations with X-rays, electro- 
cardiographs, basa] metabolism ap- 
paratus, and other elaborate instru, 
ments, with which the clinic is ful- 
ly equipped, The center does not 
treat chronic patients. It arranges 
for their admittance to the appro- 
priate hospital. 

There is ‘room for about 20 dog 
tors to be in attendance at any one 
time.

In recent months. it is known 
that the President has discussed this prob- 
lem with a number of Southerners, always 
stressing that the barriers must be removed. 

While @ great deal of the struggle will go 
on behind the scenes, particularly here in 
Washington, it is certain ‘to come out in the 
open sooner or later, In fact, Labor's Non- 
Partisan League has already asked Adminis- 
trator Hopkins to allow workers on the 
W PA rolis*to earn-extra money in order 
to pay off. poll taxes. Hopkins has said no 
to this request, for the time being at least, 
realizing evidently that. there would be a 
political backfire; but there is no doubt that 
administration leadefs are casting about for 
some means of abolishing vote-restrictions.

Virginia is a good state to show how the 
tax operates. Political observers long fa- 
miliar with the Old Deminion are of -the 
opinion that it has*been thanks to this law 
that ‘Senator Harry F. Byrd has controlled 
the politics of the State for so long. Some 
hardboiled county rings keep a nice check on 
the 20-odd per cent of the eligible voters who 
pay their poll tax and are thereby. privileged 
to exercise the franthise. 

To begin’ with, it ds only property. owners 
who receive. any notice that the poll tax is 
due.. This notice ¢cOmes along ~with other 
jtax bills. Yet the law requires that: the poll 
tax must have been paid six months before 
tthe date of the. election. For example, if 
the. election were’ on Nov: 6; the ‘poll tax 
must have been paid on or before May 6. 
The newspapers may or may not carry an 
announcement of this deadline, and, in any 
event, only’ the alert voter is likely to be 
aware of the necessity for paying the tax by 
a certain date. 


Only 1100 to 1300 Votes 

in County With 30,000. - 

In a county with a population of 30,000 to 
$5,000, with anywhere from 13,000 to 15,000 
eligible voters, about 1100 to 1300 votes 
will be cast at an election. An exceptional 
issue or a hot presidential race may draw 
out a few more... Here is the way it works 
in a precinct where there are about 500 per- 
sons eligible to vote. ‘The precinct is con- 
\trolled by a petty boss merely by virtue of 
the fact that he has a large family of ‘cousins, 
uncles and aunts, besides two or three neigh- 
bors and their families’ who go along with 
him, all of whom pay their poll tax.. This | 
little boss. musters from 35 ‘to 40 votes and 
since-less than 100 are cast, it is enough to 
swing the precinct. There is very little in 
it for this man-other than a sense of power 
but that is apparently enough of a reward. 

The irony is that when the Virginia colony 
was first founded, in 1619, there was uni- 
versal male suffrage, even for the Negroes. 
Most of the.Negroes brought in at that early 
date ‘came as indentured servants and when 
their term of indenture was up at the end 
of 10°years they might vote the same as all 
other citizens. The.coming of .an aristo- 
cratic, plantation-owning element. put an end 
to this democracy and the poll tax requisite 
and ‘property restrictions. were .imposed. 
Again in 1850, however, these barriets were 
removed and there was universal suffrage 
for all white males. It is a striking fact that 
in‘ the year 1856 in a.

Interested in Voting. 

Southérners long familiar with this pitua- 
tion’ say that while the poll tax prerequisite 
is an important factor it is not the determin- 
ing factor,-or certainly ‘not. the sole reason 
why so few eligible voters participate in elec- | 
tions. The level of poverty is so appallingly | 
low in states such as Alabama that there 
is a kind of apathy, compounded of ignor- 
ance, malnutrition, and disease, which can- 
not be disturbed by the kind of political 
issues which ordinarily confront voters in 
the South. When a Huey Long or a Cole 
Blease talks in tefms of more food for hun- 
sty mouths and a pair of shoes to wear, 
then and then only does the vote mean any- 
thing to: the lowest level ‘in the South, 

Huey Long led a move in lowisiana to re- 
move the poll tax prerequisite that had been 
on the statute books for many years. It 
was put. through.the Legiglafure at about 
the time of his Sssassination in 1935. Ac- 
cording to members of the Louisiana delega- 
tion in Congress, there has been at least a 26 
per cent increase in the number of ‘voters 
participating in successive elections ‘and per- 
haps the rise has been more nearly a third. 

There was retained in the Louisiana’ law 
the requirement .that the voter go to the tax 
collector or the Sheriff’s office to obtain a 
poll tax,receipt, for which there is no charge. 
This makes it possible for the political ma- 
chine’to keep a better check on the voters. 

The poll tax prerequisite, of course, plays 
directly into the hands of:machine politicians, 
Several states that. have this provision make 
it a felony comparable to bribery to pay the 
poll tax. of another person. Nevertheless 
there is every reagon to believe that this is 
done repeatedly throughout the South: © A 
boss, large or small, keeps a close check on 
voters in.a given area and sees to it that they 
pay their poll tax om the specified date. If 
they can’t pay it themselves, he pits up the 
money. Similarly, certain large corporations 
in the South have been known to keep a close 
watch on whether their employes pay the poll 
tax.

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MISSOURI'S NEW RECREATIONAL WEALTH. | 

Recreational facilities in Missouri have enjoyed 
a development in recent years perhaps not fully 
realized by many citizens. 
hours of St. Louis are quiet rural retreats, thick for- 
ests, tumbling streams, wind-swept lakes—complete 
detachment from the urban scene. 

State parks, some large, some small, all pictur- 
esque, are scattered over the country, particularly 
in the peaceful Ozark hills. Many of them have 
rushing silver or placid blue springs, while other 
attractions lie in the dank limestone caverns and 
wild, cold streams. One of the largest parks has 
been opened in the unspoiled woodlands adjoining 
the Lake of the Ozarks. Bight big national forests 
have been established, offering a charm all their own 
in winding, unmapped roads and ‘trails among the 
oaks, pines and ‘cedars. : 

In contrast with the Lake of fie Ozarks, which 
twists, dragon-like, among wooded hills for many 
miles across the center of the Missouri map, and 
with Lake Taneycomo in the southwest, are the six 
broad, long pools being créated along the eastern 
border. These are the nearly completed result of 
the new Mississippi River dams at Alton, Cap au 
Gris, Clarksville, Saverton, Quincy and Canton. To- 
gether, these eight lakes constitute a remarkable as- 
set for boating and other aquatic recreation. 

Many sections of the fine State highway system 
are not only the avenues to vacation land but in 
themselves constitute part of the scenic setting and 
the fun of rural M Numerous stretches of 
roadside have been beautified with trees, shrubs and 
grass. : 

Pleasant, attractive places for lodging and eating 
are becoming more common. ‘Rustic cabins have 
sprung up at various places. There is no dearth 
of camp sites. or firewood or edibles for those who 
would rest under the stars. The authorities are try- 
ing hard to restore the supply of game and fish; in- 
deed, ducks, quail, wild turkey, deer, bass and trout 
are far from exterminated. Bxcept in the most ex- 
treme heat, summer nights are pleasant enough in 
the Ozarks, while swimming ‘holes by the thousand 
offer daytime retreats. .

A Murderous Philosophy

VER China and Spain, airmen in the 

comparative security of their cockpits 
high in the air continue to shower death- 
dealing bombs upon civilian populations, It 
is inconceivable that more than a few of 
them relish their. job. For they, too, have 
families at home, somewhere; fathers, moth- 
ers, wives and children of the same flesh 
and blood ag the people huddled in the 
streets of the cities far beneath. 

Men at war, of course, acquire of necessity 
an attitude of detachment. Their nerves 
are steeled to kill at first sight men in the 
uniform of the other side; to kill without 
then or later thinking much about it. But 
in ordinary warfare, balm for the soldier's 
conscience is the thought: “It was either 
he or I.” 

The bomber, aloft thousands of feet over 
a city of defenseless people, cannot assuage 
his conscience with any such thought. He 
has nothing. to fear from the mother with 
her market basket, from the children in the 
schoolyard. He carries out the bombing 
‘because his superiors have ordered it. 

An inhuman high command is discern- 
ible behind all such outrages, a philosophy 
quite different from that to be found among 
ordinary fighting men. During the World 
War, the German high command displayed 
a wanton disregard for the rights of non- 
combatants with the Zeppelin bombing raids 
on London and the long-distance shélling of 
Paris. Italy's high military officials sub- 
scribed to the same philosophy, as borne out 
in Ethiopia and Spain. Japan’s slaughter of 
noncombatants in air raids has continued 
despite protests from most of the world. 

Strangely enough, there is no record of re 
taliation in equal measure to these attacks 
upon civilian populations. The Allies did 
not carry into Germany the frightfulness 
of air raids and artillery fire upon open 
cities. Ethiopia, of course, wasn't in posi- 
tion to retaliate. The loyalists in Spain have 
made no effort to duplicate the record of 
the German, Italian and nationalist bom> 
ings. The Chinese have dropped only pamph- 
lets, not bombs, on exposed Japanese cities. 

There may yet come a time when the mil- 
itary commands which calmly order mass 
murder.of civilians will have to answer for 
bloody reprisal. They are dreadfully careless 
about other people’s lives, including those of 
their own people.

Thus far, subpenas have been 
served only on Matthews and 
Healy; who last Monday entered a 
demurrer affirming that the plain- 
tiff’s “declaration is bad in sub- 
gtance.” At the office. of the mar- 
shal for the District of Columbia it 
was stated today that a summons 
issued for Kennedy expired 20 days 
later, and that Jones had taken no 
steps to have a new one prepared 
in anticipation of the Ambassador’s 
arrival in this country. ‘ 


Basis of Action. 


The action grew out of a regis- 
tration statement filed by Jones 
with the S E C on May 3, 1935, in 
which he sought authority to issue 
1000 shares at $100 each of partici- 
pation trust certificates in produc- 
ing oi] royalties of the J. Edward 
Jones Royalty Trust. On May 28 
of that year the S E C announced 
that a hearing had been set for 
June 6, at which Jones would have 
opportunity to show why the ef- 
fectiveness of his registration state- 
ment should not be suspended, “be- 
cause the Commission finds reason- 
able grounds for, believing that 14 
items, three exhjbits and the pros- 


m pectus contain untrue statements or 


omit to state certain required ma- 
terial facts.” 

Thereupon Jones sought to with- 
draw his statement and the re- 
fusal of the commission to permit 
him to do so is one of the grounds 
on which he asks for damages. The 
commission brought suit in the 
United States District Court for 
the Southern District of New York 
to compel him to testify and pro- 
duce his books, and obtained a fa- 
vorable derision both there in the 
Circuit Court of Appeals. Jones 
then appealed @o the Supreme Court 
of the United States, and was up- 
held in a decision handed down 
April 7, 1936, which declared the 
commission’s refusal to let Jones 
withdraw his application was 
“wholly unreasonable and arbi- 
trary.” 


Charges in Suit. 


The suit for damages was filed 
May 23 of this year. It recites that 
on May 4, 1935, the plaintiff filed 
with the S E C a registration state- 
ment for an investment trust, and 
that “the defendants thereupon en- 
tered into a common plan and con- 
spiracy to make, and caused to be 
made, false allegations that the 
statement as filed was affirmative- 
ly and negatively deficient, and was 
not in compliance with the statutes 
of Congress in obedience to which 
it was tendered.” 

It was a further part of the al- 
leged conspiracy, the charges pro- 
ceed, that the defendants issued or* 
sanctioned the issuance of “false 
and misleading publicity releases to 
the press, of such nature and char- 
acter as were calculated to impugn 
the plaintiff's honesty, business 
character and integrity. The com- 
missioners are then accused of pub- 
lishing announcements that “stop 
order” proceedings would be. insti- 
tuted in respect to the investment 
trust, and that Jones had been 


) called on to show why a “stop or- 


der” should not be issued. 

The petition then complains that 
the person chosen to preside at the 
hearing as trial examiner. was a 
member of the S EB C legal staff, 
Who, because of this association, 
“would not be qualified to hear or 
determine any controversial mat- 
ters in a fair, impartial and. un- 
biased manner.” Jones alleges it 
Was the intention of the commis- 
sion to interrogate him on irrele- 
vant and immaterial events and 
circumstances, with the, of 
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the matter. It is for the country, 
through its elected officials and 
its Cabinet, to determine what the 
policy will be. It is for the civil 
Servant to make that policy as ef- 
fective, as beneficial, and as im- 
partial as it can. A Cabinet officer 
in England, or an undersecretary 
may resign, if he disagrees with 
the policy. A civil servant niust 
never resign on that account. He 
may have his own Views, of course; 
but his business is to serve ‘his 
chiefs, who in turn are supposed 
to express the will of the country. 
Time to Build Up Service. 

Now it happens that we have 
never undertaken to develop that 
kind of civil service in the United 
States. But it is time we did. We 
began by endeavoring to limit the 
operation of the Spoils System, -so 
that every Government employe did 
not feel that his job was in danger 
whenever there was a change of 
administration, But we have not 
undertaken to develop the career 
services within the Government as 
& permanent reservoir of great ex

ecutive ability available to carry’ 


out Government policies. Only in a 
few agencies of the Government, 
notably the partment of State, 
have we emphasized the career 
service, Yet it is plain that, what- 
ever policy is chosen, we shall need 
that kind of professional civil serv- 
ice quite as badly as we need pro- 
fessional West Pointers in the 
Army. In modern government tech- 
nical staffs determined by politics 
or by the Spoils System, are as ob- 
solete as political generals or po- 
litical captains in the army or navy. 


You could not fight a modern war’ 


with generals chosen primarily for 
political considerations, as they 
were chosen in the Civil War. You 
cannot put through an economic 
policy when the sub-chiefs and loca] 
administrations are manned pri- 
marily from political ranks. 

Non-Political Administration. 

The country is slowly making up 
its mind, I think, about certain 
aspects of its government. 

First, it likes open government, 
openly arrived at. It likes to be 
able to see the whole process of 


formation of policy; it likes to 


have its political campaigns, so far 
as possible, develop the issues and 
hear them discussed. This is often 
not possible. Events may move fast 
and may prevent unforeseen prob- 
lems, But even so, it likes to see 
measures. proposed far enough in 
advance so that they can be. thor- 
oughly discussed. °This was why 
the old “Brain Trust” was essen- 
tially an emergency group; and why 
it promptly, properly, and of its 
own will, broke up immediately 
after the bank holiday of 1933. - 
Second, when policies are adopt- 


lic likes to know that it plays no 
favorites. The Massachusetts Con- 
stitution 
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used to assist the fortunes of any 
group, or of any party, or of any 
special interest. This interest lies 
precisely in the guardianship. of 
the néw Civil Service, 

There is nothing-impossible about 
this. Even when the government 
has the greatest of. all controls— 
that of direct ownership—it is per- 
fectly possible to run theservice en- 
tirely disinterestedly You can puta 
man out of business by denying him 
the use of the mails, yet no one is 
afraid that the mails will be used 
against him as an instrument of 
malice or politics. .In my own city 
—New York—we own and opérate 
the largest single public utility in 
the world, the New York Water 
System. Politics in New York has 
never been a kid glove affair. Yet 
in the worst days, no political op- 
ponent of the city administration 
worried in the slightest about his 


water supply: The point is that). 


a tradition of strict disinterested- 
ness makes extension of government 
activities possible withgut the 
slightest danger. Without that 
tradition, any increase of govern- 
ment functions is, of necessity, a 
threat. 
Third. The country realizes that 
the entry of the Government into 
economic fields means increasingly 
that the politician gives away to 
the technician, the engineer or the 
trained administrator. It was 
LaGuardia who first started his 
career on this principle; and then 
smashingly proved its success. Po- 
litical activity does very little to 
train a man for running, let us 
Say, a railroad, a power plant, a 
health service, a fleet of merchant 
ships, a national forest or a bridge 
or road building project. It is per- 
fectly possible even to have bankers 
who are purely trained public serv- 
ants, as are our hospital superin- 
tendents of the Army Engineers. 
Field of Collective Enterprise. 
It is not generally realized how 
completely the United States 
changed its economic clothes be- 
tween 1914 and 1930. During that 
period, it about doubled its indus- 
trial plant and enormously in- 
creased the number. of industrial 
workers. The farm districts stqod 
still; the cities and the great in- 
dustries grew. In that short space 
of 16 years, we brought into ex- 
istence the existing motor indus- 
try, the radio industry, most of 
the moving picture industry, and 
dozens of su industries, 
which live on these great giants. 
During that period, we criss-crossed 
the country with power lines, and 
threw skyscrapers against the city 
sky lines. <As progress, it was 
magnificent, but it brought prob- 
lems in its wake, which we are 
only now beginning to realize,

524 Sold by Corporation; Missouri 
Borrowers*Have Paid Back 
$0,914,991. 

Out of 24,550 homes in Missouri 
on which the Home Owners’ Loan 
Corporation has made loans, 3954 
have been taken over and 524 have 
been sold by the corporation as of 
April 30, it is stated in a report 
made public by G. C. Vandover,, 
State manager of the corporation.

- ‘The whole idea of cooking fish in 
paper is that when the fish is 
cooked you will find that all the 
flavor has been retained and that 
in cooking no fish odors can és- 
cape—and also you have no pans 
to wash. Now, here’s the way to 
do it: 7 

The fish—let’s say brook trout, 
perch, lake bass, mackerel or sea 
bass—are cleaned, but heads and 
tails are not cut off the fish. Sea- 
son inside of fish with a little salt 
and pepper. You will now cut 
heavy brown unglazed paper oval 
shape large enough to envelop the 
fish. Rub paper on both ‘sides 
with cooking oil. Fold the paper 
in the center and lay ‘one fish 
thereon, bring edges together and 
fold and crimp them until there is 
no opening in the paper. Repeat 
this- procedure for each fish. 

—0O-0-— 

PLACE THE FISH on the rack 
in a moderate oven and bake for 
20 to 30 minutes, all depending on 
the size of the fish. A pound size 
will cook in about 20 minutes. It 
would be well to open the oven 
door several times just to see how 
things are getting on. -No doubt 
you will observe the paper has be- 
come scorched, but have no fear 
that it will catch fire—the cooking 
oll on the paper prevents that. 

In serving the fish place the en- 
velope intact on the plate and let 
the diner open it. Now watch what

NOTHER of the big Center 
Theater musicals from New 
York makes its appearance at 
Municipal Opera tomorrow night 
when “White Horse Inn” has its 
first appearance in the city.

“White Horse Inn,” although new 
to St. Louis, has a long history. It 
was originally a German operetta 
in the 90s and was. brought to this. 
country by the Frohmans in 1899. 
Later the Frohmans produced it in 
England. Several seasons ago, with 
a new book by Dr. Hans Muller 
and music by Ralph Benatzky, it 
was revived as a musical extrava- 
ganza in Berlin. Success followed 
in Paris, Vienna, London and other 
cities. : 

With Municipal Opera’s repertory 
committee interested in it, even 
before it was brought to the Cen- 
ter, the show was obtained for that 
production and was staged there 
at a cost of $500,000. Part of the 
attraction of the show was its 
scenic display, with the inside of 
the theater reconstructed as a Ty- 
rolean village. It was largely be- 
cause of this feature that the show 
never was taken on tour. | 

The full width of the Municip 
Theater stage will be used for the 
construction of an Alpine pano- 
rama. Much emphasis is placed,

ITH much juvenile hand-clap- 
W ping and cheering, “The Ad- 
** ventures of Robin Hood” 
flashed into view at the Ambas- 
sador Theater on Friday and soon 
established itself as a great experi- 
ence for those present.
